TUITION CONTINUES TO CAUSE DISSENT 


By a 6 to 1 vote the Board of 
Directors this week expressed 
their dissent from the pro-tuition 
stand taken by the State Hornet 
in a recent editorial. 

The resolution, introduced by 
social science representative 
Richard Kimball, declared that 
the BOD ‘‘does not concur in the 
statements contained in the 
editorial on tuition which 
appeared in the February 10, 
1967 State Hornet.’’ 

A source close to the BOD 
reported that the student lead- 
ers felt compelled to take the 
stand because the news media 
were construing the editorial 
stand to also be the stand of the 
student government, since the 
AS is the publisher of the news- 
paper. 

Those favoring Kimball’s res- 
olution were Ron Culver, math 
and science representative; Lois 
Lippert, humanities and fine arts; 
John Sutter, undeclared; Georgia 
Sharpe, women’s representative; 
and Tom Tanner, engineering 
representative, 

Absent and not voting were 
Donald Bailey, dean of students, 
administration representative; 
Kenneth L. Berger, chairman of 
Division of Humanities and Fine 
Arts and Kathy Ryan, physical 
education representative, 

Men’s representative Larry 


Warren abstained from the voting. 


As President Kit Oase announ- 
ced the appointment of Craig 
Horracks as assistant to the 


president and Kathy Ryan to the 
SSC Affiliates, 

Other executive appointments 
were made with the approval of 
the BOD, They included Jim Ca- 
tania, chairman of the AS Pres- 
ident’s Personnel Board; Len 
Starks, orientation coordinator;

College Profs CHEW(D) Out 
Reagan Budget Cuts, Tuition 


The California State College 
Professors have declared that 
next week with be CHEWD, Cal- 
ifornia Higher Education Week 
of Disaster. 

The intent of CHEWD during 
the week of February 20 to 24 will 
be to call to the attention of Calif- 
ornians ‘‘that the request of Gov- 
ernor Reagan that the State 
Colleges and University bear one 
half the burden of his budget cut- 
ting is of dubious wisdom. . .” 

ACSCP is attempting to form 
a coalition of faculty and students 
and create a movement starting 
on the first day of CHEWD to 
give out information to the com- 
munity on the problem, write 
letters to legislators, hold teach- 
ins, and organize students and 
faculty to oppose the proposed 


budget cuts which will be a “‘dis- 
aster to California higher educa- 
tion.” 

At Wednesday’s meeting of the 
Executive Committee of ACSCP 
here at SSC, plans were made for 
CHEWD here on campus, Accord- 
ing to Willys Folsom, associate 
dean of students, there were 
seven proposals made for activi- 
ties during CHEWD week, 

First, there will be a “‘brief- 
ing session’? on campus, This 
will include several speakers for 
both sides of the issue and faculty 
members will hold discussion 
groups about how the budget cuts 
will affect education and the spec - 
ific departments at SSC, This 
program is designed to explore 
the views of both faculty and

Draper: No Tuition 


Draper Hall residents voted 
Monday night to oppose Governor 
Reagan’s proposed budget cuts. 
The vote was 87 to 26 in favor 
of ‘participating in a unified 
residence hall effort to oppose 
the imposition of tuition fees and 
budget cuts as proposed by Cali- 
fornia’a Governor.’’ 

At the same time Draper Hall 
voted 84 to 30 against joining the 
Campus Coordinating Committee 
against tuition. 

Joel Sigesmund, president of 
Draper Hall, said that he and the 
rest of Draper Hall was opposed 
to joining the C,C,.C, for several 
reasons, First, he felt that the 
leadership of the C.C,C, should 
come from the AS , not from 
other groups, and if possible 
the president of the AS , Kit 
Oase, should head the campus ef- 
fort to oppose tuition and budget 
cuts. In response to this, Oase 
said that he did not have thetime 
to devote to the job, and that the 
present leadership under James 
Wood, was sincere and responsi- 
ble. 

Sigesmund also said that ‘‘in- 
stead of one vote per organization 
on campus, residence should have 
more votes since they represent 
more people.’’ He also said that 
he felt the C.C.C, was hastily put 
together, and that the residence 
halls should work together since

One of the more spectacular specials of the season was pre- 
sented Tuesday on ABC entitled ‘The Hall of Kings’’, a delicate look 
at what is perhaps England’s most cherished structure, Westminister 
Abbey, The program was handled with superb taste and was narrated 
by James Mason who seemed to be particularly aware of the building’s 
fabulous historical presence. 

I was particularly impressed with the program, because unlike 
so many others of these tour and travel things, the cameras were 
focused on the majestic splendor of the Abbey and not on the fatuous 
countenance of the usually-not-too-terribly-impressive movie star 
that usually narrates these programs, 

But all is not bliss. The program, while doing an excellent job 
of sketching the history of Westminister, concentrated a bit too much 
on the poets’ corner, and what is becoming standard operating 
procedure, presented a few readings from the works of some of those 
ossified laureates, Mason and Emlyn Williams performed some of 
the readings of the. Brownings, who in my estimation certainly spent 
entirely too much time talking about love. Lynn Redgrave dramatized 
the writings of the newly crowned Queen Victoria as she had set 
them down as the young queen of not quite 20. 

But don’t get me wrong, These were minor irritations, 

i don’t suppose I will ever get tired of watching the fantastically 
solemn and yet terribly impressive last journey of Winston Churchill 
who, because he asked not to be buried in the Abbey, lies in a grave- 
yard outside of London with his forebears, The program, to my mind, 
featured the voice of Churchill and his almost immortal words during 
the last war as the camera panned over the plate that had been set in 
the floor of the Abbey, 

One of the more interesting aspects of Westminister are the 
ornate sarcophogi of the various rulers usually in their human shapes, 
I noted with particular interest that Queen Elizabeth the First was 
just as ugly in death as she was proclaimed to be in life. 

Also of note is the fact that the Hall of Kings has a ghost, One 
of the statues has never been clearly photographed as the film ciouds 
almost as if it is being protected by the spirit of the person which 
it depicts, I maintain that it is somewhat shortsighted to say that 
only one ghost inhabits the Abbey. I feel that it will be eternally 
haunted by the spirit of English history.

The folks in Hollywood maintain that movies are better than 
ever, which I suppose is true, but there sure are a lot of them being 
sold to television, I think it might be enlightening to enumerate some 
of the recent box-office hits that have been sold to the various networks

Editor of the Hornet, Sir: 
Probably no greater issue has 
confronted today’s college stu- 
dent than that of proposed tui- 
tion fees and budgetary cuts for 
California's higher educational 
system, The men of Draper Hall 
are extremely cognizant of these 
two and have acted ac- 
cordingiv and responsibly in op- 
posing them. We have presented 
a petition signed by 90 per cent 
of our residents to Assembly 
Speaker Jesse M, Unruh expres- 
sing our opposition, telegrams 
have been sent to our state legis- 
lators, letters have poured into 
their offices, and we have per- 
sonally expressed our opposition 
to such men as Senator Rodda 
and Assemblyman Chappie. Make 
no mistake about it —— the men 
of Draper Hall are generally in 
opposition to the above issues. 
However, in acting respon- 
sibly we have declined partici- 
pation in the Sacramento State 
College Coordinating Committee. 
We have done so for the follow- 
ing reasons: 
l The chairman 
mittee should be our ASSSC 
President Kit Oase. He has 
been elected to represent 
our student body and he 
is at the helm of our stu- 
dent government. Instead the 
committee is chaired by a rep- 
resentative of an extreme minor- 
ity of students. If the issue is 
so important (and it is) the ASSSC 
government should be providing 
the leadership and not abdicating 
its clear responsibility. 
2. Within the Coordinating Com- 
mittee each organization has one 
vote. Under this system any 
policy decisions would be highly 
influenced and possibly control- 
led by the politically active or- 
ganizations which have the ma- 
jority of votes yet only a small 
percentage of students. We feel 
that because the residence halls

are a vital part of our college 
that a more representative sys- 
tem should be developed. 

3. We are adamantly opposed 
to marches, picketing, and irre- 
sponsible acts as the booing of 
Governor Reagan. Our hall will 
not be a part of these acts while 
the Coordinating Committee will 
and has shown it. 

4, The fraternites should also 
be equally as represented in 
the Committee, Many of our resi- 
dents belong to fraternities. 

In opposing the Coordinating 
Committee through a formal vote 
objectivity was present, Mr, Oase 
was giventhe opportunity to speak 
before all the dorms, and before 
our vote both sides of the issue 
were presented,
